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Every observation on the comparative merit of these sys- 
tems is purposely withheld ; one general observation, how- 
ever, may be admitted, which is, that a science, which 
has attracted the attention and been the study of such a 
considerable combination of ability for so many years, 
is certainly not unworthy the notice of: every man rok: ca- 
pacity and erudition; 


The Rev. John Willis, B. A. published kis treatise in 
1621, which went through many editions in a short time, 
The title 1s Stenography, or Short-hand Writing by Spel- 
ling Characterics. 


In the year 1635, Mr. Mawd published a new edition 
of this book, with some littie improvement. 


In the year 1647, Thomas Shelton published a system 
of short hand, called“ T achygraphy, or Short Writing 
the most easy, exact, and speedy ; and in 1695 he pub- 
lished another treatise, entitled, * ora 
New Art of Short Writing.” 


- In the year 1669, Mr. Jeremiah Rich oubliched his 
wand, entitled « Semigraphiz, or the World's Rarity; 
this was much approved of for many years, and is men- 
tioned by Mr. Locke in his treatise on Education, when 
recommending short hand as a necessary and useful ac- 
— 
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About thirty years afterwards, Mr. Nicholas made 
considerable improvements in this plan, and Mr. Addy 
and a Mr. Botley revised it, and made several alte- 
rations in the form and designation of the letters.
